This y ear’s co ntro v ersy o v er nig ht racing at Arling ­ 
to n Park may end abruptly and quietly at 10 a.m. to day 
as the Illino is Racing Co mmissio n reco nv enes to co nsid­ 
er requests fo r specific racing ho urs at the track. 
Geo rg e Schaller o f the Washing to n Park Jo ckey 
Club will submit a mo dified request fo r racing ho urs 
ending no later than 7 :3 0 in the ev ening . 
Schaller’s req u est fo llo ws 
ru ling fro m the Illino is atto rney 
general’s o ffice that Schaller’s 
ap p licatio n mu st ind icate sp ecif­ 
ic racing ho u rs between no o n 
and mid night. 


The ru ling is a su d d en v icto ry 
fo r Arlingto n Heights v illage o f­ 
ficials, who p ressed the racing 
bo ard o n Satu rd ay , No v . 16, to 
seek a ru ling o n sp ecific ho u rs. 


THE RACING BOARD also 
will anno u nce that the atto rney 
general’s o ffice has ru led that 
any d ecisio ns o n racing ho u rs 
mu st be reached in o p en ses­ 
sio n. 


Village Atty . Jack Siegel, who 
asked the Racing Bo ard fo r the 
ru ling, said he was v ery grat­ 
ified when he learned o f the d e­ 
cisio n. He rep o rted that he was 
no tified by the bo ard o f to d ay ’s 
mo rning meeting.

This year’s controversy over night racing at Arling­ 
ton Park may end abruptly and quietly at IO a.m. today 
as the Illinois Racing Commission reconvenes to consid­ 
er requests for specific racing hours at the track. 
George Schaller of the Washington Park Jockey 
Club will submit a modified request for racing hours 
ending no later than 7:30 in the evening.

Dunton, has become a casualty 
in the dog-eat-dog battle cur­

tomer parking space. 


National had planned to ex­ 
pand its parking lot in the area 
south of the store, but news that 
the section was to be developed 
as the Evergreen Plaza shop­ 
ping center caused the chain to 
turn down lease renewal. 


Store manager Robert Frey 
said he regrets leaving the Dun­ 
ton location because it is a good 
area for a chain food store. 
However, the limited parking 
facilities National can offer cut 
into his business. 


FREY SAID customers who 
travel into the city by train 
have been parking their cars all 
day in the National lot. In some 
cases, although this may cause 
customer hard feeling, the Na­ 
tional had the cars towed away 
at owners expense. 
A sign on the store wall fac­ 
ing the parking lot insists the 


90-minute parking is for Nation­ 
al customers only. 
Frey is being transferred to 
the National store on Northwest 
Highway in Arlington Heights. 
Frey refused to speculate on 
what type business could move 
into the vacated National store. 


“NO MATTER WHO comes 
in, they’ll have a parking prob­ 
lem ,” he said. 
Frey said he cannot under- 
I stand why the village allowed 
the Evergreen Plaza, owned by 
Nick 
and 
Warren 
Lattof, 
to 
come into the area when the 
parking problem was obviously 
serious. 
“He must know somebody,” 
said Frey. 
Lattof insists there will be no 
parking problems at Evergreen 
Plaza.

1901 was a long time ago.

Those blu rred figu res that raced throu gh the v illage 
last week were not members of the Cau cu s promoting 
their happening at Thomas Ju nior High; they were two 
Congressmen rooting u p the shru bbery in search of Com­ 
mies. 
The two Repu blican Congressmen from the metro­ 
politan area — John Erlenborn and Eu gene Derwinski — 
annou nced at the conclu sion of their search that they 
might sic that aged watchdog — the Hou se Un-American 
Activ ities Committee (HUAC) — on the Su bu rban Liber­ 
ation Front (SLF). 
The 
SLF boldly handed ou t mimeographed leaflets 
near Prospect High School in September. The leaflets, 
among other things demanded “an im­ 
mediate concession . . . the right to 
leaflet.” 
The leaflet also snidely inferred that 
stu dents felt trapped, u nrepresented, 
threatened by arbitrary 
ru les 
and 
sleepy when confronted with their qu al­ 
ity edu cation. It also charged that the 
world is chock fu ll of “war, racism, 
oppression, 
and pov erty ,” 
certainly 
w e l l m a n 
brand new news. 
PERHAPS THE tone of the pamphlets offended Der­ 
winski and Erlenborn. Too strident, too pu shy and sou nd­ 
ing too mu ch like red money lu bricated the mimeograph 
machine. So, they contacted HUAC. 
Howev er, the chase will only begin in ernest if 
HUAC, the eagle-ey ed beagle, sniffs onto the scene. How­ 
ev er, I fear that ou r mu tt might end u p with egg on its 
nose, rather than with Commies in the pen. 
The watchdog lu mbered into Chicago in 1965, and it 
was promptly picketed by sev eral hu ndred stu dents and 
pointy -headed college professors. Two Chicago news­ 
papers ev en u rged that the mastiff shou ld be qu ietly 
dragged back to its pen in Washington. 
IN 1966, it seized and mau led attorney Arthu r Kinoy . 
The civ il rights attorney was dragged off to jail for ob­ 
jecting to procedu res du ring a hearing on stu dent trav el 
procedu res of Cu ba. 
Ou r mu tt has been charged with trampling on in­ 
nocent persons, barking in the darkness to terrorize per­ 
sons enjoy ing the priv ileges of the First Amendment, 
and slobbering on du e process. It has seldom receiv ed a 
bone for finding su bv ersiv es. 
The watchdog might consider sev eral realities abou t 
Arlington Heights, Mou nt Prospect and the SLF before it 
seriou sly considers ru mmaging arou nd ou t here. 
First, social discontent, howev er incoherently ex ­ 
pressed, is fashionable in su bu rban high schools. Stu ­ 
dents do hav e minds, and the majority are now asking 
probing qu estions abou t politics, black people, pov erty 
and other topics. 
THE SLF, operating ou t of a home in Mou nt Pros­ 
pect, is a small grou p of liberals asking those same 
qu estions in an organized manner. Like any u nsponsored 
high school political grou p, it is an ad hoc committee, 
strong one y ear and gone the nex t. 
Second, enlightened teachers and administrators, 
su ch as Dr. Lawrence Jenness of Forest View in Arling­ 
ton Heights, are making a large effort to u nderstand 
u nrest. 
Administrators in Dist. 214 seem especially aware of 
stu dent dissent. 
If administrators like Jenness, who has giv en the 
dissidents a role within stu dent gov ernment at Forest 
View, continu e to dev elop creativ e programs to absorb 
criticism, he may be promoting thou ghtfu l inqu iry 
among stu dents, as well as redu cing the threats of walk­ 
ou ts and picketing. 
Jenness’ rational approach makes the cops-and-rob­ 
bers antics of Erlenborn and Derwinski lau ghable. Ar­ 
lington Heights has problems, bu t it do« not need HUAC 
to sniff arou nd for problems that are not present.

Eye on Arlington 
IIL AC Probe 
Idea Laughable

Those blurred figures that raced through the village 
last week were not members of the Caucus promoting 
their happening at Thomas Junior High; they were two 
Congressmen rooting up the shrubbery in search of Com­ 
mies. 
The two Republican Congressmen from the metro­ 
politan area — John Edenborn and Eugene Derwinski — 
announced at the conclusion of their search that they 
might sic that aged watchdog — the House Un-American 
Activities Committee (HUAC) — on the Suburban Liber­ 
ation Front (SLF). 
The 
SLF boldly handed out mimeographed leaflets 
near Prospect High School in September. The leaflets, 
among other things demanded “an im­ 
mediate concession . . . the right to 
leaflet.” 
The leaflet also snidely inferred that 
students felt trapped, unrepresented, 
threatened by arbitrary 
rules 
and 
sleepy when confronted with their qual­ 
ity education. It also charged that the 
world is chock full of “war, racism, 
oppression, 
and 
poverty,” 
certainly 
brand new’ news. 
PERHAPS THE tone of the pamphlets offended Der­ 
winski and Edenborn. Too strident, too pushy and sound­ 
ing too much like red money lubricated the mimeograph 
machine. So, they contacted HUAC. 
However, the chase will only begin in ernest if 
HUAC, the eagle-eyed beagle, sniffs onto the scene. How­ 
ever, I fear that our mutt might end up with egg on its 
nose, rather than with Commies in the pen. 
The watchdog lumbered into Chicago in 1965, and it 
was promptly picketed by several hundred students and 
pointy-headed college professors. Two Chicago news­ 
papers even urged that the mastiff should be quietly 
dragged back to its pen in Washington. 
IN 1966. it seized and mauled attorney Arthur Kinoy. 
The civil rights attorney was dragged off to jail for ob­ 
jecting to procedures during a hearing on student travel 
procedures of Cuba. 
Our mutt has been charged with trampling on in­ 
nocent persons, barking in the darkness to terrorize per­ 
sons enjoying the privileges of the First Amendment, 
and slobbering on due process. It has seldom received a 
bone for finding subversives. 
The watchdog might consider several realities about 
Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and the SLF before it 
seriously considers rummaging around out here. 
First, social discontent, however incoherently ex­ 
pressed, is fashionable in suburban high schools. Stu­ 
dents do have minds, and the majority are now asking 
probing questions about politics, black people, poverty 
and other topics. 
THE SLF, operating out of a home in Mount Pros­ 
pect, is a small group of liberals asking those same 
questions in an organized manner. Like any unsponsored 
high school political group, it is an ad hoc committee, 
strong one year and gone the next. 
Second, enlightened teachers and administrators, 
such as Dr. Lawrence Jenness of Forest View in Arling­ 
ton Heights, are making a large effort to understand 
unrest. 
Administrators in Dist. 214 seem especially aware of 
student dissent. 
If administrators like Jenness, who has given the 
dissidents a role within student government at Forest 
View, continue to develop creative programs to absorb 
criticism, he may be promoting thoughtful inquiry 
among students, as well as reducing the threats of walk­ 
outs and picketing. 
Jenness’ rational approach makes the cops-and-rob­ 
bers antics of Erlenborn and Derwinski laughable. Ar­ 
lington Heights has problems, but it does not need HUAC 
to sniff around for problems that are not present.

With Thanksgiving coming 
up tomorrow, people begin 
thinking about that delicious 
spread of holiday goodies. How 
many people, in thinking about 
this feast, consider the out­ 
come of such a meal? 
We start off the meal with 
grapefruit, that is fifty ca­ 
lories, or tomato juice at the 
same figure. The main meal 
consists of about 200 calories 
for the turkey. Bread stuffing 
is about 65. Cranberry sauce is 
IOO calories for every three ta­ 
blespoons. We mustn’t forget 
the sweet potatoes with marsh­ 
mallow and butter, 231 ca­ 
lories. There are also those 
who prefer white potatoes with 
butter, 125 calories. 
STRING BEANS tally to only 
25 calories, unless one prefers 
broccoli for 45. Nice warm din­ 
ner rolls with melting butter 
are a mere IOO more. 
The 
whole thing is smothered with 
gravy at 50 calories per table­ 


spoon. 
The 
table 
would 
be 
in­ 
complete without a tossed sal­ 
ad with plenty of dressing, 
only about 135 more. Coffee 
and tea aren’t worth anything, 
but the cream and sugar added 
to them add up to about 30 ca­ 
lories. There is, of course, milk 
for the kiddies, approximately 
170 calories. 
This leaves only the climax 
of t h i s memorable meal, 
pumpkin pie, fninishing like a 
king with 325 calories for an 
average piece. 


THIS MENU sounds pretty 
complete, with a total of 1,500 
calories. 
But a kind of Thanksgiving 
madness can lead to even 
more culinary excess. 


Add to the above meal just a 
few extras, like mincemeat at 
131 calories, brown nut bread 
at IOO a slice, peas for 111 ca­ 
lories, 
carrots for 
44 
and 
squash for 97 points. Now your 
count starts zooming. 
AND WHAT’S a big meal 
without a gelatin salad with 
fruit? Ifs 172 calories less. Top 
the meal off with a baked 
apple at 118 calories and that's 
good eating. 
Now your basic 1,500 calorie 
meal is a whopping 2,273. For 
dieters, that may mean no 
more meals until Sunday eve­ 
ning. 
Don’t worry though, it’s a 
once-a-year bash. And maybe 
within the next month someone 
will think of a dieters’ special 
for Christmas dinner.

Columnist’s Range 
Captures Audience

Did you ev er listen to a man 
who talked about so many dif­ 
ferent things you couldn’t help 
but be interested? Like from

J ac k Mabley, prov ocativ e 
daily 
columnist of the Chicago Ameri­ 
can, talked to Forest View’s co­ 
operativ e work training (CWT) 
classes last week. 


BEFORE HIS present job at 
the American, he was with the 
Daily News for 22 years. He left 
just after Marshall Field bought 
out the Daily News and has 
been writing a column fw* 13 
years. 
Mabley started his career as 
a reporter, but he wanted more. 
In order to get ahead, he was 
willing to work a little harder 
and a little extra. 
He related this with working 
teens by saying, “ A full life is a 
good life. The way I earned it 
was by being dependable.” He 
went (Ml to explain that depend­ 
ability is important in the news­ 
paper business as in most oth­ 
ers. 


SINCE MABLEY is an adv o­ 
cate Of the good life, the full 
life, he chose not to speak all of 
the class time. He wanted to get 
s t u d e n t s interested and in­ 
v olv ed, so he asked for q p esr 
tions. 
The (questions ranged from 
“ How do you think of things to 
write ev e^day? ” to “ Did you 
ev er get in trouble? ” to “ Why 
should I (an 18 year old) v ote? ” 
He answered the first ques­ 
tion by saying, “ The hardest 
part of my job comes ev ery 
New Year’s Day when I hav e to 
sit down and think of 300 new 
ideas for my column. It takes 
about 23% hours to think of 
what to write — and only a half 
an hour to actually put 
it 
down.” 
In regard to trouble, he said 
he had only one instance, when 
he had heard of a bribe to be 
paid to a boxer to take a faU. 
The man was to be paid $3,00. 
He fell during the match. Two 


other men heard of the payoff, 
witnessed it and admitted it to 
Mabley. 
MABLEY TOLD the story in 
his colunm. The boxer who set 
u p the bribe, a competitor for 
the heav yweight championship, 
threatened to sue. “ But the case 
nev er ev en came to court, be­ 
cause he knew it was 
the 
truth.” 
Oting rights for 18 -year-olds 
seemed to interest Mabley quite 
a bit. He said that if an 18 -year- 
old man can go to war, or if a 
girl can go to work, or raise a 
family, or run a household, they 
should also be allowed tp v ote. 
He also suggested a new kind 
of future for the gov ernment 
and for the youth mov ement: 
“ When I went to high school, 
didn’t ev en think o i protesting, 
or ev en changing what we 
had.” 
He also suggested that stu­ 
dents today know how to get 
what they want when they want 
it. 
RECENTLY, WHILE Mabley 
was v isiting a college there was 
a protest in progress in a coed 
sociology class. Fiv e male stu­ 
dents completely disrobed in 


front of the class. They wanted 
to capture the attention to dem­ 
onstrate their unrest. 
He added that be didn’t feel 
their method of protest was the 
best, but it was effectiv e. 
He related this story to a 
group of banking women one 
night last week in a ^>eech. 
“ 
Wh e n I told them, they 
laughed at it. They just didn’t 
understand,” he added. 
This incident made him ang­ 
ry, but there was nothing he 
could do. 
He continued to say that this 
is the reason why students to­ 
day are protesting. They are 
striv ing for a rev oluti<Mi. Al­ 
though he does not believ e in 
rev olution, he did say a change 
was necessary. 
HE ASKED the classes if any 
of them ev er read the news­ 
paper. Many said no, because 
they were not interested in what 
it said and because they did not 
hav e the time. 
Mabley asked a question that 
was as hard as the thought in­ 
v olv ed. W^en be asked what 
they would like to see more of, 
a sort of silence — stimulating 
silence — fell ov er the class.

The boy, a Jew, is sent by his 
parents to a friend’s home in 
the country to escape danger of 
being captured and imprisoned 
and to be spared the upsets of 
the air raids. 
It is there that he encounters 
the old man, who hates Jews 
and Bolsheviks, 
among

things. Between the boy and the 
old man grows a love of each 
other’s company. Many happy 
times 
and 
funny 
experiences 
are depicted in the film as the 
years of the war go on. 
THOUGH THERE is little plot 
to the story, the characters in 
The Two of Us” are delightful. 
The old man, who loves his 
wine, his dog and voicing his 
opinions, is tough on the ex­ 
terior, but the child brings out 
his soft-heartedness and gentle­ 
ness. 
The little boy’s fear of the 
man gradually dissipates, and 
he

grandfather for assistance in a 
time of need, such as an affair 
of the heart, comfort in the 
crisis of having his head shaved 
by

ready playmate. 
In the old man, the boy finds

The war ends and the young­ 
ster returns to his parents, the 
smiles fade and one feels that 
there will be an emptiness in 
both lives only to be filled with 
memories. 
The train pulls out of the sta­

“It’s unusual to have this 
many committees, but it shows 
the entire class is now becom­ 
ing active in school affairs rath­ 
er than letting a handful run the 
class,” Lindemann says. 
Marc Berliner, chairman of 
the privileges committee, is 
concerned with the possibility of 
the senior open study hall and 
senior exam exemptions. 
“It’s important to get some 
privileges

makes them something special 
after

years 
of 
hard 
work,” Holt says. 
HE CONTINUES, “To 
get 
privileges, everyone must un­ 
derstand and obey the rules. It 
will take co-operation and plan­ 
ning to maintain these privi­ 
leges.” 
Senior spirit committee is 
headed by Joan Ackerman and 
deals with spirit days, banners, 


committee meetings. 
ACCORDING to Holt, the bul­ 
letin “is helping to overcome 
problems of communication. It 
gives the seniors a voice.” 
The first issue defined its pur­ 
pose as “I) inform seniors of 
everything happening, 2) serve 
as an instrument of commu­ 
nication for any and all seniors, 
3) in any way possible improve 
the communications and unifi­ 
cation of the senior class 4) 
serve as scratch paper.”

The boy, a Jew, is sent by his 
parents to a friend’s home in 
the country to escape danger of 
being captured and imprisoned 
and to be spared the upsets of 
the air raids. 
It is there that he encounters 
the old man, who hates Jews 
and Bolsheviks, 
among other 
things. Between the boy and the 
old man grows a love of each 
other’s company. Many happy 
times and funny experiences 
are depicted in the film as the 
years of the war go on. 
THOUGH THERE is little plot 
to the story, the characters in 
“The Two of Us” are delightful. 
The old man, who loves his 
wine, his dog and voicing his 
opinions, is tough on the ex­ 
terior, but the child brings out 
his soft-heartedness and gentle­ 
ness. 
The little boy’s fear of the 
man gradually dissipates, and 
he looks to the gray-haired 
grandfather for assistance in a 
time of need, such as an affair 
of the heart, comfort in the 
crisis of having his head shaved 
by the schoolteacher and a 
ready playmate. 
In the old man, the boy finds 
love as from a father and moth­ 
er, and he in turn provides the 
youth and vitality the elder 
needed to bring sunshine back 
into his life. 
The war ends and the young­ 
ster returns to his parents, the 
smiles fade and one feels that 
there will be an emptiness in 
both lives only to be filled with 
memories. 
The train pulls out of the sta­ 
tion with the cameras focusing 
alternately on the boy and the 
old man, and the viewer finds 
himself tearfully hoping they 
will be able to see each other 
again.

“The p rogramming of p arent- 
teacher grou p s is not doing an 
a d e qu a t e job of fu rthering 
home-school coop eration,” the 
LWV said. “Fu nd raising is de­ 
stroy ing their u sefu lness. Par­ 
ent edu cation shou ld be their 
main concern.” 


“Professional 
p ersonnel 
shou ld learn not to take a defen­ 
siv e p osition when the p u blic 
has legitimate qu estions,” the 
LWV added, calling for estab­ 
lishing “an official channel of 
commu nication” for p arents to 
u se when they hav e sp ecific 
qu estions abou t the school p ro­ 
gram. 
The Leagu e statement called 
“a su ccessfu l edu cation p ro­ 
gram” the best p u blic relations 
tool a school can hav e. 


IT SAID COFFEES, Citizens 
Committees, 
p arent-teacher 
conferences and u se of lay men 
— p aid and u np aid — in the 
schools all were effectiv e p er- 
son-to-p erson techniqu es. 
The LWV u rged schools to de­ 
v elop “more creativ e p resenta­ 
tions” showing the relationship 
b e t w e e n enrollment growth, 
good finances and a good edu ca­ 
tion p rogram. 
The grou p su ggested rotating 
school board meetings among 
different school bu ildings — as 
Arlington Heights Dist. 25 does 
— to encou rage better attend­ 
ance. 
It also said that “an effort 
shou ld be made to draw the 
non-college-bou nd stu dent and 
his p arents into the whole 
edu cational p rocess.” 


THE STATEMENT said that 
“if a district can afford p rinted 
materials they shou ld be u til­ 
ized, esp ecially those which go 
to all citizens.”

indirectly chided some school­ 
men. 
“The programming of parent- 
teacher groups is not doing an 
a d e q u a t e job of furthering 
home-school cooperation,”

LWV said. “Fund raising is de­ 
stroying their usefulness. Par­ 
ent education should be their 
main concern.” 


“Professional 
personnel 
should learn not to take a defen­ 
sive position when the public 
has legitimate questions,” the 
LWV added, calling for estab­ 
lishing “an official channel of 
communication” for parents to 
use when they have

gram. 
The League statement called 
“a successful education pro­ 
gram ” the best public relations 
tool a school can have. 


IT SAID COFFEES, Citizens 
Committees,

son-to-person techniques. 
The LWV urged schools to de­ 
velop “more creative presenta­ 
tions” showing the relationship 
b e t w e e n enrollment growth, 
good finances and a good educa­ 
tion program.

days’ incubation, no more and 
no less. At day one, the poults 
require their first in a series of 
expert handlers — to separate 
them by sex. 
They prefer a 95-degree tem­ 
perature and would like to hear 
a mother bird 
clucking. 
But 
they settle for bright marbles in 
the water jar and rolled oats in 
the feeder to entice them to 
drink and eat. 


Poults are started on a 30 per 
cent 
protein 
diet 
which 
is 
dropped by two per cent every 
four weeks. At IO weeks, the 
hens are fed less protein than 
toms because the female fattens 
faster.

turkey is 12 to 14 pounds, Small 
said. Figuring two pounds at 
most per serving, one gobbler is 
ample for most families. 
Culinary skill is now being 
built into some turkeys with ar- 
tifically added fat for self-bas­ 
ting. Turkey growing has be­ 
come so highly specialized it is 
hard for even the novice not to 
turn out a perfect dinner.

Canned 
Solo brand fillings may also be 
used. 
The dough is then rolled up 
and formed into a ring or a 
figure 8. 
“You can really make any 
type of cake you want with this 
basic 
recipe,” 
Barbara 
ex­ 
plained, “and use any type of 
filling.” 
Occasionally she will even 
fill one with chocolate chips es­ 
p e c i a l l y for her children, 
though she admits that this is 
too sweet for the taste of most 
adults. 
AFTER 
THE 
cakes 
are 
baked, Barbara drizzles a thin 
confectioners 
sugar 
frosting 
over the top. 


“It is really fun to make cof­ 
fee cakes and rolls with this 
recipe, and there is very little 
mess,” she said. She also pre­ 
pares little sweet rolls, cres­ 
cent and cloverleaf rolls from 
the basic dough. 
But the ease of preparation 
is only one of the nice aspects 
of this appealing recipe. The 
most important feature is the 
excellence of the dough itself. 
A pound of butter or marga­ 
rine is used in its preparation, 
which results in cakes and 
rolls with a rich and buttery 
texture and delicious flavor. 


ANOTHER 
OF 
this 
good 
cook’s specialties is an unusual 
Hot Chicken Sandwich. Turkey 
may be substituted for the 
chicken, and this is an ex­ 
cellent and entirely different 
way to utilize the Thanksgiving 
leftovers. 
Barbara combines the diced 
turkey or chicken with a thick­ 
ened mixture of cream 
of 
m u s h r o o m soup, pimiento 
cheese 
and onion. 
This

spread between bread, sand- 
wich-style. 
“The prepared sandwiches 
can be frozen at this point and 
even stored in the refrigerator 
for weeks,” Barbara said. 
When ready to use, she cuts 
the sandwiches diagonally and 
dips them into an egg-milk 
mixture, then into crushed po­ 
tato chips and bakes them. 


“THE BREAD gets a crispy, 
crunchy coating and the filling 
is hot and creamy with a de­ 
licious turkey and cheese fla­ 
vor,” Barbara commented. 
She serves these for a ladies 
luncheon accompanied by an 
ambrosia fruit salad and re­ 
lishes. Cut in fourths, they 
make elegant hors d’oeuvres 
for a cocktail party. 
Another of this good cook’s 
recipe favorites is a baked 
cauliflower dish. This, too, can 
be prepared ahead of time and 


YEAST COFFEE CAKE 


Vi pound butter or margarine 
% cup sugar 
4 large eggs 
I teaspoon salt 
1 small cake yeast 
2 cups cold milk 
7 to 8 cups unsifted all-purpose flour 
3/4 pound margarine, very soft 
Cream the Vi pound butter and sugar together. Add the 
eggs and salt. 
In a separate bowl, dissolve the yeast in the milk. Add 
this to the above mixture. Add the flour and knead in until 
the dough is no longer sticky. 


Divide in four equal parts. Roll into large circles on a 
well-floured board. Using your hands, smear the softened 3/4 
pound margarine over the four circles of dough. 
Place the circles on top of each other and roll as for a 
jelly roll. Cover and place in refrigerator overnight. The next 
day cut the dough into six sections and either freeze it or 
form into coffee cakes or rolls. 
To make the cakes, roll the dough out on a well-floured 
board. Spread with prepared canned Solo brand filling or 
sprinkle with cinnamon and sugar. Raisins, apples or peaches 
may be added. Roll up into a jelly roll and form into a circle 
or figure 8. Place on cookie sheet and snip edges with a 
scissor. Let rise one hour. 
Bake at 375 to 400 degrees for 15 to 20 minutes. While 
cakes are warm, drizzle with a thin confectioners’ sugar ic­ 
ing. (The cakes may be frozen and then re-heated before 
serving, if desired.) 
The dough may also be used to make sweet rolls or cres­ 
cent or cloverleaf roUs, or the cakes or rolls of your choice. 


BAKED CHICKEN SANDWICH 


I can cream of mushroom soup, undiluted 
I 3-ounce jar Kraft pimiento cheese 
1% cups cooked diced‘chicken or turkey 
I tablespoon minced onion 
3 tablespoons flour 
3/4 cup milk 
12 slices white bread with crusts removed 


Mix soup, cheese, chicken and onion together in a pan. 
Blend flour with milk and add to mixture. Cook, stirring con­ 
stantly, until thick. Then chill. 
Place 6 slices of bread on a cookie sheet with an edge or 
a 9 by 13-inch pan. Spread with cooled mixture. Then cover 
with remaining bread and refrigerate overnight. (The sand­ 
wiches may be frozen at this point.) 
Prepare the following: 
2 eggs, beaten 
6 tablespoons milk 
2 cups finely-crushed potato chips 
Combine the eggs and milk. Cut sandwiches in half diago­ 
nally and dip in egg-milk mixture. Roll in potato chips. 
Place on buttered cookie sheet and bake for 25 minutes at 
350 degrees. Serves 6. 
Sandwiches may be cut in fourths, baked as above and 
served as hors d’oeuvres. 


BAKED CAULIFLOWER 
1 small head cauliflower 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 cups milk 
Vi pound American or cheddar cheese, diced or shredded 
Vi cup butter 
IO slightly-crushed saltine crackers 
Bread cauliflower into small flowerettes. Place evenly in 
a 9 by 13-inch pan. 
Make a medium-thick white sauce by melting the 2 table­ 
spoons butter and blending in the flour. Slowly add the milk 
and stir until thick. After the sauce starts to thicken, add the 
cheese and let melt. Pour over cauliflower. 
Melt the remaining butter in a saucepan. Add the crushed 
saltines and coat well. Sprinkle over cauliflower. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 40 minutes or until fork-tender. 
Watch carefully; do not overbake. Serves IO.
